Lewis Cockram, aged 
28 , was married to 
Catherine, and had two 
children. It is his 
bloodline that comes 
down to Joy. 

Three of Lewis’ 
brothers died that day - 
John ( 35 ), George ( 40 ) 
and Thomas ( 37 ). In fact, 
there were two other 
brothers who had 
swapped shifts so they 
could attend the St Mary 
Hill Fair - a very big 
event in those days. 

Joy told The GEM: 
“My sister, Catherine 
Delahay, has done quite a 
bit of research into this

noticed is that the name 
‘Cockram’ seems to have 
died out in the area now, 
whereas so many names 
on the Parc Slip 
Memorial are still 
common in the area.”

Bridgend County 
Borough Council

The road will stay

and then Caerphilly, was 
a life-enhancer. 

“He loved people and 
even went into politics 
to be able to help those 
in need in his local 
constituency. 

“He was diagnosed 
with bowel cancer, but 
by the time he had 
symptoms it was already 
too late. Just eight 
weeks later, he passed 
away. 

“We were all stunned, 
but he faced his illness 
with the most incredible 
bravery and even made a 
film to be played at his 
funeral. 

“Sam campaigned 
furiously about bowel 
cancer in younger people 
and was even on the 
BBC news. 

“His loss has been 
devastating to his family, 
but before he passed 
away, I promised Sam 
that I would do 
something to raise 
money for Cancer 
Research UK.” 

Tragically, while Sam 
was fighting his battle, 
Pamela’s much-loved 
brother John Dungey, 
from Barry, was also 
fighting for his life. 

She explained: “John 
had a brain tumour and 
knew from the early 
days of his illness that it 
was terminal. 

“John was 50 years of 
age, and a local 
businessman. He owned 
C and H Plumbing 
Supplies, but our John 
was also a volunteer 
crew member of Barry 
RNLI. 

“He would go out in 
all winds and weathers 
to try to save the lives of 
people who were in 
difficulty at sea. 

“We couldn’t save 
John. He faced his own 
end with incredible 
bravery and courage. 

“He was a true 
gentleman, and always 
wanted to help others if 
he could, but he was 
taken from us just one 
week after we lost Sam. 

“John loved the sea, 
and he was never 
happier than when he 
was, as he called it, 
‘wave bashing’. The 
larger the waves, the 
more he loved it. But 
John did this because he 
loved people too, and 
always put others before 
himself. 

“He put his own life 
on the line to save the 
lives of others. 

“John loved living in 
Barry, and he loved the 
people of Barry. He had 
a very, very happy 
family life, with his wife 
Emma and his three 
children, his whole 
family, and particularly 
our mum, Rosemary. 

“She was left 
devastated, losing her 
only beloved son.” 

His ashes, and 
handfuls of red petals 
provided by Rosemary, 
were scattered by Barry 
RNLI on the waters off 
the Knap at high tide. 


Pamela says the 
family will never get 
over the loss of John, 
but her fundraiser is an 
attempt to pay tribute to 
the two men. 

“I knew that I had to 
do something to help in 
some way. My promise 
to Sam still stands, and I 
also wanted to honour 
my brother John, but I 
am disabled and in a 
wheelchair, so my 
choices for fundraising 
were limited. 

“I couldn’t run a 
marathon, or bungee 
jump off a bridge, so I 
came up with the idea of 
‘Braving the Shave’. 

“I’ve decided that the 
time was now right to 
make good on my 
promise and raise money 
and awareness for 
Cancer Research UK. 

“Research is the only 
way that in the future 
young men like Sam and 
John might be cured of a 
terrible disease that 
affects people of any 
age, race or religion. 

“It shows no mercy to 
those who suffer and to 
those who are left 
behind.” 

Pamela has a good 
head of hair, but will 
take it to the wood. 

“I am going to have it 
all shaved off and I have 
set up a ‘JustGiving’ 
page for those who 
would like to make a 
donation to support me 
in this. 

“I set myself a goal of 
raising £1,000 and to 
date, I am two thirds of 
the way there. 

“A local lady, Nicola 
Murphy, has offered her 
services to shave my 


head. My hair is long 
and all of it will be 
donated to The Little 
Princess Trust, which 
makes wigs for children 
who have lost their hair 
through chemotherapy. 

“I cut my hair short 
many years ago and 
donated it to the same 
charity, but this time I 
am going the whole hog, 
and shaving the lot off.” 

But despite the 
anguish she feels, and 
the prospect of being 
bald for a while, Pamela 
can see the funny side of 
life. 

“I know I am going to 
look very odd for a 
while. After all, it’s not 
often you see a rather 
large lady, in a 
wheelchair, with a bald 
head, whizzing around 
the streets of Barry. 

“I know that what I 
raise will be a mere drop 
in the ocean, but it 
might, just might, help 
somebody in the future 
to live. 

“To know that I am 
doing this for two 
incredible men, who 
have both touched my 
life and all of the lives 
around them, is a true 
honour.” 

She added: “Every 
penny counts, so please 
give if you can, and if 
you see a large bald 
woman in a wheelchair 
whizzing around Barry 
town, then give her a 
hug. It is going to be a 
cold winter ahead and 
she may need your 
warmth.”

“The staff at Y Bont are 
fantastic. Max has made much 
progress since starting his 
sessions, but there is a long way to 
go.” 

We are very grateful to the Lyne 
and Golunski family for 
supporting Y Bont so much this 
summer. Ninety per cent of our 


income comes from a range of 
fundraising activities and 
donations, and with every £19 
raised we are able to subsidise a 
child’s morning or afternoon play 
session. 

The children who attend Y Bont 
have extremely complex needs, 
due to disability or illness, with 
many requiring one-to-one care 
provision, so we try to offer an 
affordable rate to families by 
heavily subsidising the cost of 
day-care. 

Without these subsidies the 
sessions would cost families up to 
£75 per child each day 

We want to say a big thank you 
to Sarah, Katy and all their family 
and friends who supported them 
during their fundraising activities.

The state of the 
European Union 


I N his state of the union address, the 
European Commission president, 
Jean-Claude Juncker, let the genie 
out of the bottle with his vision for the 
development of the EU. 

It will see the creation of a European super-state, 
a European army, a European finance ministry, 
centralised decision-making - which includes 
majority voting determining tax and foreign policy, 
all members being part of a monetary union, and all 
activity overseen by an all-powerful president. 

In the build-up to the referendum, the Remain 
lobby denied such visions even existed. Now we 
know not only that they do, but that it is only a 
matter of time before they become reality. 

I wonder how many who voted to remain now 
see a different picture - with the route map for EU 
development clearly set out by the president. 

A warning of this probability was given by the 
then Labour Party leader Hugh Gaitskill in 1964 
when he advised against the UK being involved in 
European reintegration, as he was firmly of the 
view that it would lead to a European super state. 

When the UK voted in 1975 for closer links with 
what became the EU, it was solely on the basis of a 
trade agreement. Since then PMs, with the notable 
exception of Margaret Thatcher, have willingly 
bowed to demands for the UK to hand over to 
Brussels authority for issues that should have 
remained firmly the responsibility of the UK 
Government. 

All this has been done with little or no 
parliamentary debate and certainly no attempt to 
obtain the authority of the electorate. For the ex- 


PMs, notably John Major and Tony Blair, to 
demand that Parliament must agree every stage of 
the exit negotiations endorses the high level of 
duplicity that exists in politics. 

Despite Juncker’s claims, the EU is crumbling: 
adult unemployment in a number of member 
countries is in excess of nine per cent, 
unemployment amongst the young has soared to 
unprecedented levels - and there are no signs that 
this will lessen in the short/medium term. 

A whole host of member countries are struggling 
economically and, as an example, Italy has 
experienced almost no economic growth since 
joining the euro almost 20 years ago. Southern 
Europe is an absolute economic mess, with many 
from that area having to move from their countries 
to seek employment in northern Europe. 

This is the reality of the EU and the vote to leave 
appears more sensible on a daily basis. 

The UK will benefit from being away from the 
unreality of the EU, trade will prosper and 
remember that the need for the EU to continue its 
trade with us remains - economic realities will 
prevail over the boastful words of a president living 
in a dream world. 

Finally, it is a fact that the EU accounts have not 
received a clean bill of health from the auditors for 
many years - financial management in the EU 
appears at best loose and at worst non-existent. 

The UK has an opportunity to forge ahead, and 
those who wish to thwart the process clearly show 
their contempt for the democratic process when it 
fails to endorse their views or opinions.

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Autism cash must 
be spent on 
the right things 


1 WOULD like to 
present my 
opinion as 
regards how to 
improve the method 
of financing 
services for autistic 
people in Wales. 

There is more 
awareness of autism in 
this age and there is 
significant attention 
being given towards the 
condition, thankfully. 

I would like to inform 
you that there is a 
proposed plan by the 
Welsh government to 
give a sum of £13 
million to finance a new 
body. 

The new body, called 
the National Integrated 
Autism Service, will 
focus mainly on giving a 
diagnosis to individual 
people. But this isn’t 
ideal and could be better. 

As an individual 
living with the 
condition, I can explain 
how to make better use 
of the Assembly’s 
money. I live near 
Cardiff where I receive 
help from a charity 
called Autism Spectrum 
Connections Cymru. 

The purpose of the 
charity is to support and 
advise adults with 
autism; without it, the 
people living with the 
condition would have 
great difficulty 
managing everyday 
problems. 

The charity provides 
an invaluable service in 
south east Wales. 
Personally I am 
completely dependent on 
the provision, and as a 


result, I beg the 
Assembly to finance the 
charity which currently 
depends on funding from 
the lottery and 
donations. 

Populated areas of 
Wales should have 
access to similar 
provision, in my 
opinion. How many 
people in Wales would 
benefit from this 
resource? This is the 
essence of my letter to 
the editor. 

As well as financing 
the official body that 
gives diagnosis, it is 
important to finance 
what happens post 
diagnosis. 

Both are equally 
important. Without the 
two it is as if a doctor 
tells you that you have 
cancer but there is no 
money available for the 
required treatment. 

I believe that the £13 
million earmarked for 
autism should be used 
for every aspect of 
autism provision in 
Wales - for diagnosis 
and post-diagnosis. 

At the moment there 
is a consultation on the 
autism bill at the 
Assembly. I urge 
everyone reading this 
letter to respond, 
mentioning the 
importance of financing 
the provision for autism 
in the third sector in 
Wales.

It’s amazing that she managed.” 

Joy’s family has always felt close to the 
disaster. 

They attended the centenary memorial 
event, when the then Lord Lieutenant, 
Murray McLaggen, read out the names of all 
the victims. 

Joy’s painting will be presented to the 
trustees of the memorial.

‘Barnett Formula 
stays unchanged 
after DUP deal’ 


THERE will be no 
extra money 
coming to Wales as 
a result of the 
support deal the 
Government has 
struck with the 
Democratic 
Unionist Party in 
Northern Ireland, 
says Alun Cairns. 

The Welsh Secretary 
and Vale of Glamorgan 
MP says the deal will 
have no impact on the 
Barnett Formula, which 
determines how much 
money is distributed 
each year to the 
devolved administrations 
in Wales, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland. 

Under the agreement 
the Government struck 
with the DUP, Northern 
Ireland is to receive an 
extra £1 billion in state 
funding. 

Aberavon MP 
Stephen Kinnock asked 
Mr Cairns in a written 
question what 
discussions he has had 
with the Chancellor on 


Barnett consequential 
funding following the 
deal and what 
assessment he has made 
of the effect of Northern 
Ireland’s additional 
funding on the operation 
of the Barnett Formula. 

Mr Cairns said the 
procedure for funding 
the devolved 
administrations is set out 
in the Statement of 
Funding Policy. 

He told Mr Kinnock: 
“The Barnett Formula 
applies to changes in UK 
Government spend on 
devolved matters in 
England. 

“The decision to 
allocate extra resource to 
Northern Ireland has 
resulted in no change to 
UK Government spend 
in England and therefore 
there are no Barnett 
consequentials. 

“A new fiscal 
framework was agreed 
with the Welsh 
Government in 
December, 2016, which 
enhanced the Wales 
funding settlement.”

The Memo is 
the largest arts centre in 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 

In the 1920s, Barry 
decided to build a 
permanent memorial to 
their 635 who fell in the 
Eirst World War. They 
built the £20,000 
Cenotaph and theatre as 
a centre for cultural and 


civic activity in the 
town. 

The Cenotaph and 
Hall of Memory remain 
worthy memorials to 
1,818 Barrians who gave 
their lives for freedom, 
in two World Wars and 
subsequent hostilities. 

The open day will 
include an opportunity to 
visit the Cenotaph and 
Hall of Memory with 
history boards and 
information available to 
guide you through your 
visit, before attending 
free special cinema 
screenings. Eilms 
marking the history of 
World War One are 
being shown as part of 
the open day to honour 
the lives of those who 
fell in war. 

On Saturday, 
September 30, St John’s 
House, Newcastle Hill, 
Bridgend, will open from 
11am to 3pm. A Grade 
II* listed building, St 
John’s House is the 
oldest dwelling of its 
type in the town, built 
circa 1511-12. 

The property is 
described by the Royal 
Commission as a ‘high- 
status house and of great 
significance’. 

A number of medieval 
attractions will be at the 
house during this open 
day: a musician playing 
medieval instruments 
and music from that 
time; a medieval 
herbalist; and archers 
displaying their 
weapons.

Devon-Wales ferry 
idea is refloated 


ALUN CAIRNS 
says he is happy to 
look at the potential 
for providing a 
regular ferry 

service between 
south Wales and 
north Devon. 

The Welsh Secretary 
and Vale MP was 
questioned on the issue 
in the Commons by Peter 
Heaton-Jones.

Mr Cairns said he 
would be happy to meet 
Mr Heaton-Jones to 
discuss the prospects for 
such a service. 

He said: “Like me, he 
recognises the major 
economic opportunities 
of binding the regions 
together. 

“Between the south¬ 
west of England and the 
south Wales economy, 
we have one of the 
largest digital clusters 
and one of the best cyber- 
security clusters.” 

Mr Cairns said more 
could be done to 
encourage economic 
growth in areas such as 
tourism through the 
provision of a regular 
ferry service.

News from the colonies 
at the Fon-Mon Apiary 


DESPITE the very changeable weather, 
all of the colonies are very active. Every 
break in the weather sees the foragers 
leaving in droves, and pollen gathering is 
very much to the fore. 

I am feeding three colonies at present; two are 
swarms from earlier in the year, and the third colony 
is a very recent arrival. This is not a swarm, but was 
a well-developed colony taken a couple of weeks 
ago from inside a double built ship-lap fence. It was 
originally a swarm, and they had gained access to the 
inside area of the fence by way of a knot hole. 

By removing several planks, the entire comb was 
visible, as were thousands of busy bees. To facilitate 
their removal, the entire honeycomb had to be cut 
away from the woodwork. 

This comb, along with a vast number of bees, was 
placed into a large container and because the queen 
bee was in the container on the removed comb. 
Eventually, all of the colony followed suit. 

Lots of the foraging bees were, however, 
returning via the knot hole and congregating on the 


area previously occupied by the comb. 

How did we get these bees into the container? 
Although we did not see the queen bee, she was on 
one of the transferred combs in the container. 

If you have the queen, you will get all of the other 
bees. She signals her presence via a pheromone 
(chemical signal) and all of the colony members then 
become aware of her presence and location. 

With this signal to guide them, very soon all of the 
colony were one again. 

Removal was left until the evening, when all 
flying stops and the colony settle for the night. The 
entrance was closed up and the colony moved to 
Fon-Mon Apiary where, after a couple of days to 
settle and get used to their new location, they were 
transferred to a proper hive. 

They are now thriving and are looking good. A 
great deal of disruption, to be sure, but the colony 
has been saved instead of being destroyed. 

Time, knowledge and experience are the keys to a 
successful outcome in events such as this.

A LIFE¬ 
SAVING 
defibrillator 
was 

presented to 
staff at a 
Cardiff care 
home this 
week. 

Ty Llandaff, 
a private 
nursing, 
residential and 
respite care 
home in 
Pontcanna, 
received the 
device from the 
Cardiff East 
Ambulance 
Service which 
is accessible for 
use in the local 
community.

defibrillator, 
when used 
within the first 
three to five 
minutes of a person suffering a 
sudden cardiac arrest, can 
increase a person’s chance of 
survival from, what is currently, 
less than five per cent to around

The device is very safe and can 
be used on any adult and on 
children aged one and over.

bedrooms across three floors. 

The home can accommodate 
people for nursing or residential 
care from the age of 18 and offers 
short-term respite care for 
individuals looking for a place to 
recuperate after surgery or illness.

“Most importantly, having the 
defibrillator gives our residents 
and their families the reassurance 
that in the possible event of a 
sudden cardiac arrest, we have 
the correct equipment in place to 
ensure that the best outcome is 
achievable.

J ENNIFER LAWRENCE is 
one of the most bankable 
stars working today, an 
actor who, it’s fair to say, has 
her pick of the projects open to 
her. 

While she’s dabbled in blockbuster 
territory with the Hunger Games and X- 
Men franchises, Lawrence has shown a 
willingness to work with more dramatic 
fare in films that, more often than not, 
trouble awards voters. 

Her latest film sees her team with the 
much-admired Darren Aronofsky (last 
seen tasking Russell Crowe with 
building a big boat in his apocalyptic 
Noah) as she plays the title character in 
mother! Opposite her is Javier Bardem 
as Him, and the pair play a couple who 
are renovating their secluded home. 
However, when a mysterious gentleman 
(played by Ed Harris) and then his 
equally mysterious wife (Michelle 
Pfeiffer) turn up at their door, it sets off 
a disturbing and bewildering series of 
events... 

Darren Aronofsky is a director who 
has the ability to wow and baffle in 
equal measure. While some of his films 
have taken the straight ahead approach 
(most notably The Wrestler), much of 
his work has come laced with 
idiosyncracy. 

With mother! Aronofsky is arguably 
at his most divisive and indolent; it’s a 
film that will split audiences completely 
down the middle with very little in the 
way of middle ground, but to these eyes 
it’s a film that, if you buy into it, will 
connect with you and resonate long 
after its conclusion. 

In a way, it’s indicative of modern- 
day cinema that this film has been met 
with such reactions - after all, we’re 
being slowly conditioned to process 
remakes, sequels, adaptations of books 



and other existing properties as the 
norm. Yet mother! is so wildly off-kilter, 
so far removed from the present filmic 
landscape that you can’t help but admire 
Aronofsky’s chutzpah and ambition to 
deliver something that falls way out of 
easy categorisation. 

It’s the sort of film it’s best to know 
as little as possible about before you go 
in. Once you’re in its unsettling 
embrace, it offers you two options - fall 
in line and be beguiled by the boldness 
or become frustrated with the lack of 
easy answers and explanations. If you 
find yourself in the latter camp, then fair 
enough. This isn’t a cinematic journey 
for the faint of heart, but if you’re in the 
former camp, then there’s plenty to 
become captivated by. 

As the film switches gears from dark 
comedy to psychological horror, to 
something else entirely, Aronofsky 
keeps it ticking along with sublime 
touches that leave you consistently 
unsettled. The heavy use of close-ups, 
the score that underplays by refusing to 
be too knowing and playing to type. 


Aronosfky conducts the camera - and 
the audience - with the majesty of a 
director in complete control. 

Equally, a sequence towards the end 
of the film - as things unravel far 
beyond what you may feel they are 
capable of doing - is delivered with 
such elan, such ferocious ambition, a 
tour-de-force of direction that is 
breathtaking. 

Having written the first draft of the 
screenplay in a five-day ‘fever dream’, 
Aronofsky’s themes and notions play 
smartly and subtly - there is religious 
allegory, the notion of the suffering 
artist making those around him suffer 
more, the role of the woman in the 
world, layers up on layers that build and 
expand throughout. 

It draws some wonderful 
performances from the cast; Jennifer 
Lawrence is superb as she runs through 
the gears. With scant back story offered 
up, Lawrence’s character is veers from 
being a victim to being the dominant 
force, her relationship with Javier 
Bardem’s writers-block afflicted Him 


running from cold shoulder to 
undoub^ted love; in a film where the 
narrative drive and point of view comes 
from her, Lawrence is fantastic in the 
role. 

Around her Bardem is a willing foil, 
shifty, somewhat nefarious but the film 
never paints him in broad strokes, while 
their original interlopers, Ed Harris and 
Michelle Pfeiffer are, by turns, strange 
and feisty, neatly tuned supporting roles 
that open the door for the madness to 
ensue. 

And madness certainly does ensue; to 
say that mother! follows a 
delineated narrative path 
would be an understatement, 
but Aronofsky wraps the film 
up in such a way that what 
he’s trying to say is more than 
clear. The journey there 
requires a strong will and 
won’t be to everyone’s taste, 
but you’ll be hard-pressed to 
find another film that is so 
unabashedly didactic, bold 
and thought-provoking. 

VERDICT: Divisive in the 
extreme, as many will be 
turned away by mother!"^ 
twisted and unorthodox 
execution as those who will 
find plenty to delight and 
ruminate in its layered 
narrative. Compelling and 
energised, Darren Aronofsky 
has made a film that is 
designed to get a reaction. 

That reaction is entirely up to 
the viewer, but it’s an 
uncompromising and hugely 
original piece of work with 
some strong performances. 

Highly recommended.

You can start picking 
the outer leaves 
sparingly from mid 
November. 

Rocket - an easy-to- 
grow crop which adds a 
lovely peppery flavour 
to salads. The younger 
leaves are milder, more 
tender and palatable 
and you can start 
picking from about four 
weeks after you have 
sowed the seed. 

Spinach - perpetual 
spinach makes an 
excellent ‘cut and come 
again’ crop that will 
produce loads of tasty 
leaves throughout the 


winter which you can 
cook or use as a salad 
leaf. If you live in an 
area that has substantial 
frost you may think 
about protecting the 
crown of the plant with 
straw. 

Sowing seeds is 
easy: just fill your 
containers with 

compost, scatter the 
seeds thinly with about 
l-2cm between them 
and then cover with a 
thin layer of compost 
(about 5-10mm) and 
water with a fine spray. 

Don’t forget to water 
regularly - plants still 
need water in winter, 
just not so much - but 


try to avoid watering 
before a frost. Winter 
crops grow slower so 
they don’t need too 
much feed, but a little 
bit would help produce 
a good yield. 

Position your pots in 
a sheltered spot to keep 
them out of the wind, 
and make sure they are 
easy to reach so that 
harvesting is hassle 
free. 

Harvest your home¬ 
grown greens by 
picking the outer leaves 
first, so that the inner 
leaves remain for plant 
re-growth.

Report says UK 
residents are 
losing ‘confidence’ 
in food standards 


A NEW food fraud 
report reveals UK 
food confidence is 
declining, with cases 
of food fraud such 
as the horse meat 
scandal most to 
blame. 

As Britain prepares to 
leave the European 
Union, new research by 
commercial insurer NEU 
Mutual reveals that only 
15 per cent of people in 
Wales and the south west 
have confidence in the 
European food chain and 
just six per cent in the 
global chain, fewer than 
one in every 10 people. 

Almost three quarters 
(72 per cent) believe 
there to be an issue with 
food fraud in the UK, 
with one fifth also 
believing that they have 
personally experienced it 
(20 per cent). 

Hearing about high 
profile cases of 
fraudulent food in the 
media, such as the horse 
meat scandal in 2013, is 
the most common cause 
of reduced confidence in 
over half of consumers 
(55 per cent). 

The NEU Mutual 
Eood Eraud Report 2017, 
published on September 
7, also found that in 
Wales and the south 
west, takeaways are the 
least trusted type of food 
outlet (44 per cent) 
followed by online (21 
per cent) and artisan food 
markets (16 per cent). 

The least trusted 
product types are 
processed foods (37 per 
cent), red meat (19 per 
cent) and supplements 
(14 per cent). 

Commenting on the 
report, Erank Woods, 
retail sector specialist at 
NEU Mutual, said: 
“There has never been a 
more important time for 
tackling food fraud and 


getting regulation right 
as we plan to leave the 
European Union, but 
Government proposals 
for where we will get our 
food from are already 
under tough scrutiny 
from industry and 
consumers alike, with 
concerns over quality. 

“Producers are under 
immense pressure to 
offset price rises caused 
by the weakened value of 
sterling and higher 
import costs, squeezing 
already tight budgets and 
resources and potentially 
cornering them into 
using cheaper global 
suppliers that may be 
more vulnerable to 
fraud.” 

He continued: “Much 
of the industry is 
addressing this by 
changing its supply 
strategy and supporting 
British producers - likely 
to be popular with a 
majority of consumers 
who want to support 
local businesses on home 
soil.” 

The NEU Mutual 
Eood Eraud report, which 
is designed to understand 
challenges facing 

businesses working 
across the ‘field to fork’ 
supply chain, explores 
attitudes and influencers 
of trust, perceived blame, 
impact upon behaviour 
and awareness of food 
crime. 

The report includes 
viewpoints and advice 
from major industry 
bodies including the 
British Retail 

Consortium, Eood and 
Drink Eederation, British 
Hospitality Association 
and National Earmers 
Retail & Markets 
Association.

ASA 
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Re-dedication of 
Fred Dunn Gates 
on September 29 


AS part of the project to re¬ 
furbish the Cowbridge Athletic 
Club gates, funded by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, 
Cowbridge Town Council and 
private donations, the 
opportunity has been taken to 
incorporate a brass tablet 
commemorating those 

members who lost their lives in 
conflict. 

In the First World War, five 
members died, including three brothers 
of the Dunn family. Frank and Jack 
were killed in skirmishes with Turkish 
troops at Suvla Bay in 1915 and Hugh 
drowned while swimming in the 
Monnow in 1916. 

Albert Gibbs and Harold Moynan 
both died at Ypres in 1916 and 1917 
respectively. 

The Second World War was 
responsible for the loss of three 
members, John Gwyn and George Pratt 
were killed in the advance through 
Italy; Roy Watts died in an aeroplane 
accident in 1941. 

All of the above were primarily 
cricketers but the loss of Captain 
Thomas Clarke of the Army Air Corps 
in Afganistan was felt particularly by 
the rugby fraternity, where Thomas 
was a popular member and is much 
missed. 

The Fred Dunn Gates 

Having lost three brothers in the 
First World War, Fred Dunn 
determined that as far as possible, the 
terrible effects of the conflict would 
not stop the revival of the Cowbridge 
Athletic Club. 

Fred had been captain of the cricket 
club before the war and on returning to 


civilian life he led a small, but 
dedicated, group which revived the 
club. 

By 1921 they had made sufficient 
progress that the club members 
presented Fred with a gold cigarette 
case in gratitude. 

Fred continued his service to the 
club, acting as secretary and then 
president. Fred died in 1960 and in 
1962 the memorial gates were erected. 
The-then chairman, Edward John was 
reported as having said that Fred Dunn 
was the difference between the club 
surviving and prospering or never re¬ 
opening after the First World War. 

The gates were originally facing the 
road from Westgate but were 
repositioned to allow the road to the 
leisure centre to be built. 

The refurbishment has been 
undertaken by Ross Smith of Anvil 
Forge in Pontypool. 

The event on the morning of Friday, 
September 29 will begin at 11am with 
short talks in the Pavilion. The first by 
the Glamorgan CCC archivist Dr 
Andrew Hignell, who will discuss the 
effect of the First World War on sport 
and the second by Jeffrey Bird, the 
president of the Cricket Club focusing 
on the Dunn story. 

At 11.50am there will be a Service 
of Dedication of the new memorial 
then The Rt Hon Alun Cairns MP, 
Secretary of State for Wales, will 
officially re-open the gates. 

The Cowbridge Athletic Club 
extends an invitation to everyone who 
might like to attend. Light 
refreshments will be served in the 
Pavilion after the ceremonies.

Vale of Glamorgan Senior 
Football League Round Up 


The Vale football league was hit by major 
disruption this weekend with a number of 
the games at the Buttrills Fields 
abandoned due to the deluge of rain that 
came on at kick off.

However, there were a handful of games played 
elsewhere around the Vale, Llantwit Major 
maintained their 100 per cent start in Division Two 
while ending Cadoxton Barry’s own perfect start 
with a big 4-0 away win over the leaders coming into 
the weekend. 

St Athan B picked up their first three points of the 
campaign to follow on from last week’s draw, as they 
dispatched Island Marine B 2-1, Vale Madrid 
continued their winning run and went top with a 3-0 
victory over bottom club Glenbrook, and AFC 
Rhoose B hammered BV 5-0 to go fifth. 

Only one game survived in Division One as 
Cogan Cornonation came away with the bragging 
rights in their derby game with Penarth Town B, a 3- 
1 scoreline giving the home side the win. 

Due to SWFA Cup games there was also only a 
sole Premier Division games played as league 
leaders Barry Athletic strengthened their position 
with a 4-2 triumph over Cowbridge Town. 

The result sends Athletic six points clear, albeit 
having played two games more than second place, 
while Cowbridge go bottom on goal difference but 
are still only three points off second, to highlight 
how close the league is.
